But the Stockholm’s prow 
struck Sts. crucllest blow that 
night on C Deck, where the 
smallest and chenpest cabins of 
the Andrea Doria were crowded 
together.

order was new in French 
prison annals, It was applicd at 
Fresnes and Sante prisons in 
Paris, where several’ hundred 
Algerian Moslems had begun a 
hunger strike several days ago. 
The Ministry said it had taken 
the step because the tke, 
“threatened to produce grave 
disturbances in the order -of. 
the penal instituUons ond in the 
health ‘of the inmates.” * 
Those infates who refuse to 
take this nourishment and thus 
risk weakening themselves dan-
